“On January 22, 1996, Plato’s “The 
Apology” appeared on Clarke’s home 
page on the Internet. 

This has been a project that Norm 
Freund. chair of the philosophy depart- 
ment, and Kent Anderson, philosophy 
teacher, began working on last summer. 
They also had Sarah Davidson, a student, 
do the editing for this project. They 
received a Title III grant and went to 
work on getting “The Apology” on the 
Internet. 

“The Apology” was written by Plato, 
one of Socrates’ followers. It takes place 
in the 4th century BCE. Socrates is in 
front of the Athenian jury arguing that his 
philosophical mission is of vital impor- 
tance to the city. The citizens of Athens 
claimed that they cared about truth, jus- 
lice. and virtue. Socrates’ mission was to 
see how seriously they took these claims. 
Socrates was being accused of impiety 
and corruption of the youth. 

“The Apology” can be found at 
hitp://www.clarke.edu/departments/phi- 
losophy/apology/ or on Clarke’s home 
page. It contains the complete text and 
hypertext, along with pictures and 
images. The hypertext can be used to 
help further explain and understand cer- 
tain words or phrases that were used 
throughout Plato’s work. Some of the 
words have pictures or images that can be 
seen throughout the text. 

“The hypertext helps the student to get 
a full feel of the period in which “The 
Apology” was written. It helps to under- 
stand the history, culture, and law of the 
time,” said Freund. “There are also pic-
